Mr. Baker (S. Y.) from the same commit- 


tee, called up a bill authorizing the con- 
struction of a bridge and approaches at New 
York City, across tho Hudson river; to 
regulate commerce In and over such bridge 
between the States of Now York and New 
Jersey, and to establish such bridge as a 
military aud post road. The bill was passed. 


The Ilouse then proceeded to the consid- 


eration nf the Idaho Admission bill 


Mr. Horsey (Neb.), In o.jerge of the bill, 


opened the debute with a speech In ita 
favor. Ho sketched the progress of the peo- 
T>le of Idaho since the formation of the Ter- 
ritory la 1S63. The only opposition to the 
ailmlssion of the new State, he said, came 
from the Mormons.

THE OHIO REACHES ITS HIGHEST POIBT 


The Enormous Rain-Fall During th 


Past Week—The Rise in the Mis- 


•isBippi Checked by Numer- 


ous Crevasses. 


WASHINGTON-, April 3.—The Signal

The wa'to 
now in sight below Cairo would cause 
rise of one foot or more at Vicksburg b 
Monday, April 7, if the levees wer 
standing, but the numerous crevasse 
must retard the crest of the flood wav 
and prolong its duration at a stag 
slightly higher than at present. Bolo 
Vicksburg the rise will be proportion 
ately less according to distance.

Sam proposed to change places in the 
boat and Bart got up. As he took n step 
forward his foot caught in one of the 
slate and he lost his balance. 
In the ef- 


fort to recover his equilibrium Bart step- 
ped on the edge of the boat and it was 
instantly capsized, both of the young 
men being plunged into t.he chilly water. 
Bart arose about 15 feet below and was 
seen to make a desperate effort to swim. 
He was probably partly strangled and 
the weight of his clothes dragged him 
down to rise no more. That was the last 
Been of him alive by young Koehler, who 
had fortunately come to the surface so 
near the oapsized boat that he caught, 
hold of it and was thus prevented from 
sinking again. 


A c; ILLANT JtESCl'E. 


It so happened that Linn Blackstone, 


Willie Armstrong and George Howse had 
taken a boat to the river in Linn & 
Scruggs' delivery wagon and the colored 
driver went along. The boys were in the 
act of launching the boat when young 
Koehler's cries for help were heard. Lmn 
saw Sam clinging to the boat and he 
answered the appeal by telling him to 
hold on and he would come in a hurry. 
Without thinking of danger to himself 
Linn got into his boat,forbidding anyone 
to go along, he bravely rowed to the side 
of his struggling schoolmate, caught hold 
of his hand and towed him to the 
bank where he was pulled out of the 
water nearly exhausted 
and terribly 


chilled. Sam was hurried to the water 
works where he was warmed over the 
water works boilers and pubeoiiuenlly 
taken to his home on East North street. 
Sam told Linn that he was about to sink 
when he heard his shout of speedy help, 
and then he desperately clung to the 
boat. But for Linn's speedy action there 
would have been two fatalities instead of 
one, and two homes filled with deepest 
sorrow. 
When rescued Sam was at a 


considerable distance below the point 
where the boat capsized. 


ATTEMPTS -\T KESl'UE. 


Immediate efforts were made to locate 


and rescue the body of young Leforgee, 
and the volunteers, among whom were F. 
B. Mueller, W. W. Foster, Tom Weaver 
and others, did everything possible to 
bring the remains to the surface. The 
father of the doomed boy, J, E. Patterson, 
Kev. T. W. Pinkerton and others were 
there, and later Coroner Itaiiilnre was 
summoned by telephone. \ seine was 
stretched across the river below the Allen 
landing. The search was fruitless. A 
reward of 8100 was offered for the recov- 
ery of the body last night. It was 9 
o'clock when Coroner Bendure and the 
crowd left the river.

THE SEABCH TO-DAY. 


Early this morning the search for the 


body was renewed. 
The management 


was placed in charge of} Coroner 13en- 
dure, who has been ably assisted by H 
F. May, D. A. Mullit, F. B. Mueller and 
others. 
The Mueller Bros.' steamer, 


"City of Decatnr,' WHS brought out on 
the river, and this vessel and six small 
boats have been in use all day. The 
water is 10 to 14 feet deep where the fatal- 
ity occurred, and there is known tn be a 
large amount of driftwood and brush m 
the river where poor Bart sank the lust 
time. The accepted belief is that the 
body must lie somewhere within 50 feet 
of the point wheie he sank. Grab-hooks 
and garden-rakes with spliced handles 
have been used by the searchers in 
scraping the bottom of the river, but up 
to one o'clock the body had not been lo- 
cated. Only one of the boat oars has 
been found. It is believed the handle of 
the missing oar ia held by the death grip 
of Bart, and that it has served to prevent 
the body from floating down the river. 


WILL LET THE WATE1I OF.T. 


This afternoon the water will be let 


(low out of the water works dam. The 
suction may dislodge the body and draw 
it to the surface and to the dam. 


USING DYNAMITE. 


This afternoon two heavy charges of 


dynamite were exploded in the river near 
the place of the drowning. The reports 
were heard in the city. 
No signs of the 


body up to the hour of going to press. 


Barton Leforgee was past 17 years of 


age, and was in the third year class at 
the high school. He was strong and vig- 
orous and was devoted to his indulgent 
parents, as they were to him. A short 
time since he was baptized at the Chris- 
tian church, and he was active in church 
work, attending all the services regularly. 
Yesterday morning at the breakfast hour 
he had suggested preparations to attend 
the prayer meeting last night, Bart was 
quite popular among his companions and 
his premature death fills all hearts with 
sorrow, while to his grief-stricken parents, 
who are nearly crushed by this sad blow, 
is extended the deepest sympathy of 
their many friends. 


Less than nine years Ego a cousin of 


Bart met his death by drowning near the 
water works dam. The ficher of that 
boy, Robert Leforgee, was at the river 
to-day, doing what he could to recover 
the body of his brother's son.

THE GHASTLY TOWERS OF SILENCE 


WHERE THE DEAD ARE PLACED. 


In Hii B<M«—A Stwlj at the

They looked so human with their gen 


tie eyes, so like other people, whether they 
talked Ouzerati or English, whether one 
saw them in the market place or at a 
meet, that it waa difficult to believe this 
horror of them. Yet it was true, for 
there were the facts and statistics in a 
little hand book in the reading room of 
the hotel, facts and statistics of yesterday 
and today and not of any remote period 
of anti-civilization. This as to time; and 
as to place—not three miles from where 
wt sat, on the topmost point of Malabar 
hill, ail eminence which also bore the 
residence of Lord Reay, govenor of the 
Bomlay presidency. We asked the hotel 
manager, who was a Parsee, if he had 
ever visited the spot. He shook his head 
and shrugged his shoulders just as an 
Englishman might have done talking of 
the churchyard or the family vaults. 
"Fames go only once," he said, "and 
then they are carried." But he advised 
us to go; all tourists did, he said; and he 
knew the secretary, he would get ua 
tickets. 


ON THE HILL. 


So we arranged to drive the next morn- 


ing very early, to aee the Towers of Si- 
lence on Malabar hill, whither the Parsee 
living bear the Parsee dead, bidding them 
a more utter farewell than ia conceived 
by any other people of any other creed on 
earth. Two native soldiers stood in the 
queen's uniform at the gate, and looked 
at us with surprise. It was late in the 
season and early in the day for people 
who wanted to see the century old sight 
they protected from the over curious. 


Louis went up to one of them with in- 


trepidity aud showed him our passes. He 
ihook his head and said something in his 
own tongue. Neither of us understood 
it in the very least. I produced a phrase 
which I had carefully concocted on the 
way from a "Handbook of Hindustanee" 
purchased in Calcutta, and which I in- 
tended to mean "We wish to see the Tow- 
ers of Silence." But the man only looked 
at his fellow and grinned. I.tried an- 
other phrase and yet another, but com- 
prehension did not come. Then I reflect- 
ed that perhaps the language of the Baboo 
of Bengal was not necessarily that of the 
native "Tommy" of Bombay, and later 
investigation proved this to be the case. 
Finally one of the men pointed with his 
gun to a small house near by, and nodded 
his head violently as Louis made as if she 
would knock. So she knocked loudly 
and presently there appeared, in blink- 
ing undress, a very short, stout old Par- 
see, who instantly retreated again. We 
then sat down beneath a mango tree and 
awaited events. 


The old Parsee was not long in reap- 


pearing, tall n?d cap and gown, and gir- 
dle and all. In his hand he carried a 
large key, with which he beckoned to us 
to follow him. lie went up the steps, 
unlocked the gate and let us in. The 
road still ascended before us through the 
outskirts of a tropical garden, and we 
climbed to another iron gate, which the 
old Parsf-e unlocked. There we stood in 
the dead calm of early morning, with 
the yellow light in the eastern sky threat- 
ening every moment to break into flame, 
in a strange place. 
Flowers bloomed 


around us, those crimson and purple 
(lowers of the tropics that are all sense 
and no soul. Bordered paths led in dif- 
ferent directions, neatly kept, and clumps 
of trees did their best to give the spot 
shadow and sentiment. We were not 
looking at the flowers, but at tive strange, 
round, white structures that rose at a 
little distance, divided from us by a wall 
in the midst of heavy masses of trees 
The oldest of them had been there 200 
years, with never a profanation of its 
name or office—a tower of silence aJ 
that time. The others had been added as 
they were needed. They were not vaults 
and they were not cemeteries, yet their 
business waa with the dead, 


BY ORDER OF ZOBOAGTEB. 


They first arose 3,000 years ago by 


command of Zoroaster, as you doubt! 
know, thus: The elements, said Zoroas 
U;r, are sacred as symbols of the deity 
therefore should never be contaminate* 
or defiled. 
Neither earth nor flre nor 


water should servo a Parsee after death 
liad uiado him acorrupt thing. His body 
should be placed on a tower, high above 
all human habitations, that living men 
should not be polluted by it, and no foot 
enter there but those of ita bearers, who 
should leave it and come away. Am 
the towers of Zoroaster's thought, 3,(XX 
years ago, were the towers with the 
latest sanitary improvements, that stooc 
before us in the year of grace 1889, whicl 
gives one an idea of the real meaning of 
conservatism. 


We saw a model of the structures 


shown in the garden, and understood ii 
with the help of the hotel hand book 
They are built of solid black granite, anc 
covered with white cheenam. Inside is 
a circular platform divided into three 
•hallow receptacles with footpaths be- 
tween, the outer row for males, the nexl 
for females and the inner for children. 
Three is the notable number of the fol- 
lowers of Zoroaster, reminding them al- 
ways of the cardinal precepts of their re- 
ligion—"good thoughts," "good words,' 
"good deeds." 
Every Parsee wears a 


white woolen girdle of triple coil for its 
daily suggestion and be carries out the 
idea to the hut. Tlie corpse bearers are 
a separate class, prepared by certain re- 
ligious ceremonies, and forced to live 
apart from the rest of the Parsee com- 
munity because of the impurity which 
their office is supposed to contract for 
them. 


Iu compensation the work is highly 


paid. They carry the body, swathed 
a sheet, to its receptacle, and lay it there 
without any clothing whatever. "Naked 
we couie into the world," said Zoroaster, 
"and naked we ought to leave it." Then 
tlte corpse bearers go away, and the vul- 


tures come, and in ten minutes there is 
k clean picked skeleton where they left 
what had been a man or woman the day 
before. In a fortnight or so the same 
tearers return, and gather up the bones 
with iron tongs, and throw them into a 
well in the middle of the Tower of Si- 
lence, which is their final resting place. 
Conduits lead from this place to under- 
ground wells, provided with double fil- 
ters of sand and charcoal and sandstone, 
for the purification of the rain water fall- 
ing upon the bones, before it re-enters 
the earth. That is the entire system; its 
limplicity is ghastly.—Sara J. Duncan 
in Montreal Star. 


Kobbie'4 ricture. 


Much interest is being awakened by a 


portrait of Burns now un view in Princes 
street. The picture has been quite re- 
cently discovered, and though the final 
word has yet to be spoken by thecxperta 
there is every reason to suppose that the 
portrait is by Sir Henry Kaeburu. In a 
letter from the artist, written in 1803, lie 
mentions having dispatched a portrait 
of Burns i,; a fishing sruack from Leith 
to London to a well known firm of pict- 
ure dealers. The later history of the 
picture is not yet .sati.^facti.>riiy cleared 
up, but from internal evidence there is 
every reason to believe that the present 
picture is the portrait alluded to in the 
letter. The coloring is rich and mellow 
in tone, and the figure stands out from 
the canvas with lift-like force and reality. 
The poet is painted seated in an arm 
chair, with one k-g crossed over tlie 
tther. 


There is much individuality about thp 


treatment of the figure and face, and it 
is curiously different from Xasmyth'e 
portrait; but as the latter picture was 
done as an order from the publisher for 
a frontispiece to the }>oeiu&, it may he 
supposed that the faci* was somewhat 
idealized. 


In this portrait the eyes are full of fire 


and the eyebrows (generally a marked 
feature in people of the artistic tempera- 
ment) are broadly defined and have a 
stamp of marked individuality. 
The 


forehead, one of the most characteristic 
features in an intellectual face, is unfor- 
tunately almost hidden by the heavy 
Mack hair; the lower part of the face is 
somewhat coarse. It is difficult, when 
looking at this picture, to know how 
much to gather from the face itself, or 
how much we read into it from our 
knowledge of the character. Whether it 
prove to be the missing Itoehurn or not, 
it is a decidedly fine piece of painting 
and a most suggestive portrait.—Mur- 
ray's Magazine.
